commercial experience in airport management. 

At the time he said: “Cardiff Airport has 
potential to see passenger numbers take off.” 

More recently, Debbie B arbor, retired from the 
Royal Air Force as a group captain, has been given 
the position of managing director of the airport. 

Where is the commercial aviation background? 
Since the refurbishment, there has not been a 
significant upturn in passenger numbers. 

There has been a major investment in the airport 
infrastructure with a bus - the T9 - which runs 
empty most of the time, while Teuan Air,’ as it’s 
known, continues to fly to Anglesey on a twice 
daily basis which couldn’t break even, even if it 
were full. 

Many Cardiff passengers have told me that it is 
much cheaper to fly from Bristol in spite of the 
parking charges, toll charges and road fuel. 

It is paramount that a new approach must be 
found to address this issue. People’s choices are 
made primarily on price. It is encouraging to see 
Ryanair returning (why did they leave in the first 
place?) with Cityjet and Vueling take up some 
routes. 

What is the solution to the airport’s problems? 
Offer someone like Sir Terry Matthews or 
Michael O’Leary a commercial stake in the airport 
and offer him low handling charges and landing 
fees in return for operating 10 B737 aircraft at 
Cardiff with the benefit of the Ryanair website. 

I would hire someone like Harriet Green, who 
was recruited by my former employee Thomas 
Cook. In two years the share price went from 12p 
to £1.65. 

All of us in Wales would like to see the airport 
generate more traffic, but unless some serious, 
dynamic decisions are made in the near future, then 
a continued long-term subsidy will result in a bleak 
economic future. 

I, and many others from the industry, believe that 
the current management does not have the 
commercial impetus to generate the business.

A launch day has been 
pencilled in for January 
17, when Mel will be in

Perhaps its turned off for the 
winter. In the past the council has 
wasted money on several costly water 
features around Barry town. After a 
relatively short period of time, they 
became an economic burden. 

I’m sure this time the council has 
learnt by its previous mistakes and 
made this one “environmental 
friendly”. Electricity increases in cost 
annually. I hope that the water is 
pumped by solar powered energy. 

(The Princess Diana Lountains in 
London are too expensive to run 
constantly). 

The mist water feature resembles 
the shape of an ammonite fossil. I

also wonder whether the council 
carried out legionella risk assessment? 
The law clearly states the precautions 
needed to be taken, where there is a 
means of creating and transmitting 
breathable water droplets, causing a 
reasonable foreseeable risk of 
exposure to legionella bacteria. 

During the summer, the stone 
blocks will warm the water to 
temperatures of between 20 and 40°C. 
The water may have to be treated to 
control the growth of legionella or 
other micro-organisms. 

If the water has to be treated with 
regular chemical dosing agents, it 
could be very costly to run throughout 
the whole summer. 

The good news is while it’s turned 
off, it makes a nice picnic seating area 
and could be used as an outdoor 
classroom by visiting school children.

Barry Air Cadets 
get airborne 



RECENTLY, 12 Air Cadets of 
372 (Barry) Squadron 
experienced the thrills and 
excitement of flying in a 
modern Puma helicopter. 

The Puma aircraft of 33 Squadron 
flew from RAP Benson in Oxfordshire 
to provide the flying opportunity for 
the cadets as part of its routine training. 
The Pumas are used as battlefield 
helicopters and provide tactical troop 
and load movement by day or by night. 

The aircraft can carry up to 16 
passengers or 12 fully-equipped 
troops, or up to two tonnes of freight. 
The other major role is that of casualty 
or medical evacuation support, for 
which up to six stretchers can be fitted. 

The Barry Air Cadets travelled to 
Sennybridge where the helicopter was 
due to land. On arrival the cadets were 
given a full safety brief by the ground 
crew before flying could start. 

The pilot flew over Pen Y Pan, 
giving the cadets a bird’s eye view of 
many of the hills they have walked 
over, as well as flying very fast across 
the countryside to demonstrate the 
aircraft’s capabilities. The cadets 


thoroughly enjoyed their flight, 
judging by the smiles on their faces. 

Afterwards, Pippa said: “Rying in 
the Puma was totally amazing; I really 
enjoyed the flight, it was so cool and 
much better than a roller coaster.” 

The Cadets who flew were: Sean 
Hodges, Jake Paterson, Steph Jones, 
Pippa Cowles, Jack Cowles, Rhys 
Horton, Mo Hughes, Joe Bailey, Alex

Fleet Air Arm officer’s 
talk to aviation society 


CRASHING waves 
batter a Royal 
Navy ship, causing 
it to roll and pitch 
in the heavy seas 
and, despite a 
moving deck, 
technicians still 
have to service or 
repair a helicopter. 

Edward Oliver spent 
28 years in the Fleet Air 
Arm and 17 years of 
that time as a Chief 
Petty Officer (Engineer 
Technician) operating 
with helicopters such as 
the Wessex and Wasp 
types. 

He saw service on 
many Royal Navy 
vessels including the 
assault ship HMS 
Intrepid', HMS Hydra, 
an ocean-going survey 
vessel and the aircraft 
carrier, HMS Hermes. 

The various 

environments he served 
in were as extreme as 
the desert and arctic 
regions of the world. 

His talk will not be 
about how helicopters 
fly; they do so using the 


same laws of physics 
and aerodynamics as 
any other type of 
powered aircraft, but 
how they control flight 
is quite different. 

To get a fixed wing 
aircraft airborne and 
control its direction and 
height is relatively 
straightforward. 

Because of the 
particular requirements 
of a helicopter in 
hovering, or producing 


sufficient lift to fly but 
without actually 

leaving the ground, the 
control system has to 
be more complex. 

With the aid of a 
model of a control 
system, he will explain 
how helicopters 

actually achieve 

controlled flight. 

He will be speaking 
to the society on 
Friday, January 9 at 
7.45pm for 8pm.

VALE MP Alun

driving tests in 
Barry three days a 
week this year - up 
from two days in 
2014. 

Driving tests returned 
to Barry in 2011 after a 
controversial period of 
closure. An experimental 
pilot scheme launched 
with driving examiners 
based in Barry on one 
day per week. 

Demand has since 
increased significantly 
and the waiting time 
during 2014 was as high 
as 14 weeks for a driving 
test. Mr Cairns wrote to 
Department for Transport 
ministe, Claire Perry, to 


highlight the long 
waiting times. 

The Vale MP recently 
met several Barry based 
driving instructors and 
learners to welcome the 
news, and discuss the 
positive impact reduced 
waiting lists will have on 
new drivers. 

Barry driving 

instructor Lyndon Davies 
said: “The extra day has 
been welcomed by all the 
instructors in Barry and 
around the Vale. The 
decision makes a great 
deal of sense for 
instructors and learners, 
and we are grateful for 
the effort Alun Cairns has 
gone to in helping us 
secure this extra day.” 

Mr Cairns said: “I am 
really pleased that 
learner drivers from 

Barry and the 

surrounding towns and 
villages will have 

significantly improved 
access to a local driving 


test. Taking a driving test 
is nerve-wracking 

enough, without the 
added stress and cost of 
travelling lengthy 

distances. 

“Since re-opening 
back in 2011 the test 
facility has gone from 
strength to strength. The 
current waiting time is 
around 11 weeks for a 
test, but I now expect this 
to drop significantly as a 
result of the additional 
day. 

“For youngsters 
starting out in a career, 
access to their own 
vehicle can be vitally 
important, as it can be the 
difference between 
refusing and accepting a 
job offer. It is great news 
for local instructors too, 
and I am grateful to the 
local organisations that 
contributed to such a 
successful project in 
Barry,” the local MP 
added.

THE African Children’s 
Choir (No 41) make its only 
visit to Wales at St David’s 
Hall, Cardiff, on 
Wednesday, January 14, 
for a 30th anniversary 
fundraising concert. 

They will be joined by Nia 
Price and a choir of 450 school 
children. 

Music for Life is the official 
fundraising charity of The African 
Children’s Choir.

“The knowledge that someone 
cares, and has the time to listen, 
has a tremendous impact on the 
children, not to mention the 
opportunity to just be kids and 
forget about their daily struggles 
for a few hours. 

“The results are tangible as the 
quiet, shy children transform into 
enthusiastic, energetic children 
full of laughter and love. Teachers 
notice increased confidence, better 
academic performance and 
growing leadership skills in the 
children. 

“Today, Music for Life centres 
operate in three countries in 
Africa. Each centre has 
approximately 50 children 
attending each week. Each Music 
for Life centre provides a meal or 
snack as well. Eor many of the 


children, this is the only meal they 
will eat that day. 

“It was in Uganda that Ray 
Barnett first envisioned the 
African Children’s Choir. The 
first choirs toured from Uganda 
and it is where most new choirs 
are currently trained. 

“Uganda has benefited from 
many different relief and 
development projects over the 
past 28 years and is home to 
hundreds of children who are 
supported through our 
sponsorship programs.” 

Eollowing a tour, many choir 
children are enrolled at 
the African Children’s Choir 
Primary School on the shores of 
Lake Victoria in Entebbe.

‘PAVEMENTS NEED 
TO BE UPGRADED’ 

says Plaid councillor 


POORLY maintained pavements are a 
threat to pedestrians and need to be 
upgraded across the Vale according to 
Plaid Cymru. 

Coun Chris Franks said: “There has been an 
unfortunate lack of investment to ensure that our 
pavements are in a decent condition. The result can 
be injury, insurance claims and more traffic. 

“Plaid is mounting a campaign to raise awareness 
that pedestrians deserve decent, safe pavements and 
not to have to dodge broken paving slabs and unsafe 
surfaces. 

“We have raised this matter with the cabinet 
member responsible and received a long reply that 
seemed to indicate that all is well. In reality many 
pavements are in a dreadful state. 

“The Vale Council says that it wants to encourage 
walking and reduce the number of car journeys. 
However, Plaid considers that the truth is that poorly 
maintained pavements are a hazard especially for the 
elderly. Tripping risks discourage walking and forces 
people into their cars. 

“Apparently there has been a survey of all Vale 
footways in the county. This survey will rank the 
condition against an all-Wales benchmark. There’s 
promise of further information next year but it seems 
no commitment to actually do anything. 

“The council states that it has a legal duty to 
manage and maintain all footways. I fear that the 
standard that is being applied is not adequate. There 
are financial reserves available to fund a proper 
programme of repairs,” added Coun Franks. 

The operational manager for Highway 
Maintenance, Michael Clogg, told The GEM that the 
council carries out regular inspections of footways 
across the Vale to ensure they are safe for all 
pedestrians. 

“Last year almost £200,000 was spent on 
repairing and maintaining the Vale’s pavements and 
footways, and the same amount is expected to be 


spent on maintaining them this year. 

“Primary walking routes and shopping areas are 
inspected on a monthly basis, secondary walking 
routes every three months, and remaining footways 
every six months.” 

Mr Clogg explained: “During these inspections 
any defects such as broken paving slabs or potholes 
are identified and categorised according to severity. 

“The most dangerous defects are responded to 
within 24 hours, and normal defects within 15 
working days. These inspections are carried out in 
compliance with the National Code of Practise for 
Highway Maintenance Management.” 

He added: “Residents are encouraged to report 
any damaged footways or potholes in the Vale by 
contacting 01446 700111, or emailing 

visible@valeofglamorgan.gov.uk.”

I F any actor 
deserves to go 
through a 
renaissance then 
it’s Michael 
Keaton. 

Best known for 
being the first big- 
screen Batman, 
Keaton’s body of work 
may have varied in 
quality, but as an actor 
he is always a hugely 
watchable presence. 

His latest film, 
Birdman, sees him play 
Riggan, an actor best- 
known for playing the 
titular (fictional) 
superhero but one who

wants to be taken more 
seriously, and so 
undertakes the 
production and staging 
of a Broadway play 
he’s written, directing 
and starring in it. 

However, his 
daughter and PA 
(Emma Stone), a 
fellow actor (Edward 
Norton) and a host of 
other events all 
conspire to put Riggan 
up against it from the 
outset... 

‘Meta’ is a term 
which indicates a 
concept which is an 
abstraction from 
another concept, used 
to complete or add to 
the latter, or, in the 
words of the Urban 
Dictionary, ‘a term... 
used to characterise 
something that is 
characteristically self- 
referential.’ 

The casting of 
former Batman 
Michael Keaton as a 
down-on-his-luck actor 
attempting to escape 
his superhero past and 
get back to his roots by 
engaging in a passion 


project on Broadway 
could be seen as an 
example of meta; 
casting the supposedly 
disruptive Edward 
Norton as a big shot 
actor seemingly intent 
on crashing Riggan’s 
play to the ground with 
his ridiculous 
behaviour could also 
be seen as meta. 

But this is just one 
of many layers that 
Birdman has, layers 
that slowly and 
assuredly appear over 
its running time, the 
film an intelligent, bold 
piece of work that 
can’t help but engage 
and hold your focus 
throughout. 

Director Alejandro 
Gonzalez Inarritu burst 
onto the scene with 
2000’s outstanding 
Amores Perros, and 
since then has 
straddled both 
American and Spanish 
cinema with aplomb, 
and he is on great form 
here. The film takes 
place over the course 
of a few days but 
unspools in one long 


shot with no (visible) 
edits, and Inarritu takes 
what could have been a 
gimmicky approach 
and instead gives it 
wonderful vigour. 

Never feeling too 
clever for its own 
good, the film’s smart 
visual style gives you 
an immediacy and 
intimacy that bleeds 
into the story, delving 
you deeper into the 
lives of the characters 
who exist wholly 
within the confines of 
the theatre (excluding a 
hilarious sequence 
where Riggan finds 
himself caught outside 
the theatre). 

The screenplay is 
one of conflict - art 
versus commerce, 
ambition versus reality, 
ego versus ego - fused 
with a sharp eye both 
in terms of human 
behaviour but also the 
prickly fragility of 
those operating under 
the weight of previous 
achievements and 
expectations. The 
battle of being relevant 
in the fast-moving 


world we live in is 
another theme, as is the 
difference, as Riggan’s 
ex-wife succinctly 
points out, between 
love and admiration. 

The character of 
Riggan is one that is all 
too real - don’t be 
surprised to find this 
entire scenario playing 
out with some 
members of the Marvel 
acting universe in the 
next 10 years or so. 

But its poke is gentle 
rather than harsh, 
holding a mirror up to 
the lives of these 
characters, with each 
sharply written and 
fully fleshed out. 

The performances 
are a real revelation 
across the board. 
Michael Keaton may 
have parlayed his 
blockbuster success 
into a career of scene¬ 
stealing smaller turns 
and roles in more 
selective fare, but his 
career could so easily 
have gone the same 
way as Riggan’s. 

Keaton uses this 
knowledge and 


experience to deliver a 
mesmerising central 
performance, and you 
feel grateful such a 
talented actor is being 
afforded the 
opportunity to shine. 

Across from him 
Edward Norton’s 
excellent run of 
performances 
continues, his character 
a theatre actor who 
wants to deliver the 
truth (no fake gin for 
him), but who below 
his surface fire and 
righteousness is a man 
not so dissimilar to 
Riggan; while Keaton 
deservedly takes the 
main plaudits, his 
jousting with Norton is 
a real highlight. 

Alongside them, the 
likes of Emma Stone’s 
flinty yet vulnerable 
daughter-cum-PA, 

Zach Galifianakis’ 
money-grabbing 
lawyer, Naomi Watts’ 
newcomer and Andrea 
Riseborough’s 
chastened co-star all 
add valuable light and 
shade to what is an 
exceptional cast. 


What is most 
breathtaking about 
Birdman is its 
inventiveness, its 
ambition and its ability 
to veer away from the 
norm at crucial times 
without deviating from 
the story it’s telling; it 
may only be January, 
but one of the leading 
candidates for the best 
film of the year has 
already reared its head. 

VERDICT - A 
wondrous and beautiful 
film, Birdman is one of 
those seemingly 
declining films that are 
smart, bold and 
inventive. With 
arresting performances 
from all, but in 
particular Michael 
Keaton and Edward 
Norton, and Alejandro 
Gonzalez Inarritu’s 
balletic and majestic 
direction, this is a 
sublime example of 
filmmaking. Essential 
viewing.

CERI Joseph of 
Porthcawl 
Museum has 
supplied The 
GEM with this 
account of how 
the town was 
affected by the 
outbreak of 
World War 
One. 

THE constant 
stream of men 
arriving in 

Porthcawl to enlist 
in the various 
regiments led to a 
near billeting crisis. 

By mid-January, the 
numbers were such that 
pressure was put on 
Colonel Wilkie, 

Commander of the 
Porthcawl units, to 
consider enforcing 
compulsory billeting on 
the residents. 

Subsequently the 
situation was alleviated 
due to the decision to 
send another unit of the 
17th Battalion, Welsh 
Regiment (1st 

Glamorgan Bantams) to 
Colwyn Bay for further 
training. On Saturday, 
January 16, the crowd 
cheered the Bantams 
along John Street to the 
railway station, to the 
sound of the band 
playing ‘It’s a Long Way 
to Tipperary.’ 

The same reception 
was afforded the 

123rd/124th Royal 
Engineers when they left 
on January 23. ‘The men 
paraded on the 

Esplanade at nine 

o’clock and marched to 
the railway station 
headed by the buglers. 
Colonel Wilkie was at the 
station supervising their 
departure. ’ (Porthcawl 
News January 28, 1915.) 

Colonel Charles 
Joseph Wilkie had, a 
month before, been 

promoted to Lieutenant 
Colonel, attached to the 
17 th Battalion Welsh 
Regiment. A career 
soldier born in 

Melbourne, Australia, in 
1869; having attended a 
public school in Brighton 
and Owen’s College, 
Manchester, he joined 
the militia. 

In 1892, transferring 
to the Oxford and 
Buckinghamshire Light 
Infantry as a 2nd 

Lieutenant, he saw 

service in India and 
Ireland before retiring 
from the army in 1907. 

However, his expertise 
was soon called upon 
after the Haldane Act that 
same year, which re¬ 
structured the British 
Army. It led to the 
creation of the Territorial 
Force and National 
Reserve, which required 
direction and leadership. 
Colonel Wilkie 

represented Wales on 
most of the committees 
connected with this 

challenge. 

In late 1914, he was 
involved with the 

mobilization of the 

Territorial B attalions, 
during which time he 
was stationed at 

Porthcawl until his 

departure to Colwyn Bay 
at the end of the January. 
He and his wife, Dora 


had rented rooms at the 
Marine Hotel during 
their stay. 

At a regimental dinner 
preceding his departure 
to join his regiment in 
north Wales, Colonel 
Wilkie claimed: “We are 
going to Berlin and 
collect Iron Crosses as 
mementoes... We will call 
ourselves there, the 
Porthcawl Club.” 
(Porthcawl News 

January 21, 1915.) 

In June 1916, 
commanding the 17th 
Battalion, Welsh 

Regiment he arrived in 
France. Colonel Wilkie 
was killed in action on 
October 18, 1916. He 
was 47 years old. 

During January, 
approximately 1,000 
more men had descended 
on Porthcawl, bringing 
the total to 3,500. Of the 
new arrivals, 240 were 
attached to the 7th Welsh 
Cyclists under the 
command of Colonel 
Wilson, stationed at the 
Pier Hotel. Their duty 
was to patrol the coast 
from the Ogmore River 
to Aberavon. 

According to the Rest 
Home ledgers now held 
by the museum, 176 men 
of the 1st Welsh Field 
Ambulance, Royal Army 
Medical Corps also 
arrived; and were 
stationed at the Rest 
Home from January 15 - 
28. 

One of their number 
included Percy Henry 
Brooke, an ironmonger’s 
assistant from 

Philadelphia Road, 
Porthcawl. However 
within two years, while 
at Grantham, 

Lincolnshire, Percy had 
enlisted into the 
Lancashire Fusiliers. 
After being missing for 
many weeks. Corporal 
Percy H Brooke was 
reported as having being 
killed in action on March 
18, 1918, at Templeux le 
Geurard, the Somme, 
during the German 
Spring Offensive. He 
was 27 years old. 

Two more Porthcawl 
men enlisted that January 
into the Duke of 
Cornwall’s Light 

Infantry. John Williams 
(signal-porter) and John 
William Ridall (lamp 
man) had been 
employees of the Great 
Western Railway. It was 
reported that by the end 
of January, 9,358 GWR 
Railway men had 
enlisted into the services. 
John Williams was to 
survive the war but, 
sadly. Sergeant Ridall 
was killed amid heavy 
shelling during the Battle 
of Guillemont in the 
Somme. 

In the letter received 
by his prospective father- 
in-law Albert Williams, it 
was stated that: ‘He left 
the trenches 2518116 to 
go to the dressing station 
in company of a 
stretcher-bearer. He was 
not wounded but 
suffering from shell 
shock. The man whom he 
was with was found a day 
later killed by shell-fire; 
and no trace could be 
found ofSgt Riddall.’ 

The official telegram 
was to report ‘Missing 
believed killed.’ Sgt 
Ridall had been expected 
home within the month 
to be married to Evelyn 


Williams of Philadelphia 
Road. His body was 
never recovered. As a 
result, his name appears 
on the Theipval 
Memorial in the Somme. 
He was 26 years old. 

Besides the military 
presence in the town, 
focus at home tended to 
be directed toward the 
sale of the town’s 
gasworks. It was soon 
hoped that it would 
become the property of 
the ratepayers and that its 
efficiency would then 
greatly improve. It could 
not happen quickly 
enough, as many 
residents had complained 
of having difficulty 
seeing each other after 
dark and of problems 
cooking breakfast. 

Another concern was 
the price of wheat and 
flour, which had risen 2 
shillings to 55 shillings a 
quarter. 

Rumours of aliens and 
imposters continued to 
alarm people. The War 
Office sent out a warning 
in January for the public 
to be on the lookout for 
imposters ‘posing as 
wounded soldiers.’ 
Evidence of such cases 
had been placed in the 
hands of the police. 

The public were also 
alerted to the effects of 
war on their health. It 
was believed that many 


were ‘unconsciously 
approaching a 

breakdown.’ To meet 
this situation the War 
Office directed the public 
to the taking of British 
Sanaphos ‘which 

completely supersedes 
the German preparation, 
Sanatogen.’ (Porthcawl 
News January 21, 1915.) 

Finally, that January 
under the direction of 
Mrs Dora Wilkie, the 
ladies of the town were 
employed knitting 
mittens and neck- 
comforters to be sent to 
the troops at the front; 
and serving tea at the 
Bon Marche Tearooms, 
John Street, to the Cyclist 
Corps. 

Join me next month to 
read when the 18th 
Battalion, 2nd 

Glamorgan Bantams, 
arrived at Porthcawl. 
Also, how they became 
part of Porthcawl life to 
such an extent that after 
the war their standard 
was presented to, and 
still hangs, in All Saints’

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Cowbridge races 
were unsurpassed! 


IN Wales today, steeplechase fixtures take 
place at Chepstow, Ffos Las and Bangor- 
on-Dee. 

However, Wrights Book of Steeplechasing for 
1844 lists 151 jumps fixtures and in Wales these 
were at Abergavenny, Aberystwyth, Breconshire, 
Monmouth, Monmouthshire Hunt, Newport, 
Oswestry, Swansea, Wrexham and Welshpool. 

Cardiffs Ely Racecourse, home of the Welsh 
Grand National from 1895 until 1939, followed 
shortly afterwards. This is how Ruffs Guide to the 
Turf of 1867 described the racecourse at Bridgend - 
“Bridgend is situated on Ogmore Down and is 
somewhat in the form of a figure six. The soil is 
sandy”, while the racecourse at Monmouth was “a 
circular course under the walls of the town, of a little 
more than six furlongs round and is quite flat”. 

Wrexham “is flat and oval” and Cardiff “is nearly 
an oval course of a mile and 52 yards, with a straight 
run-in of a quarter of a mile, perfectly flat, over well 
drained land and the whole course can be seen from 
the stand”. 

For natural beauty few of these old racecourses 
could surpass the one at Cowbridge where, from the 
slopes of Penllyn Castle, thousands would gather for 
the Glamorgan Hunt Steeplechases. This meeting 
was regarded as the ‘Derby Day of south Wales’. 

The Cowbridge Steeplechases brought large 
numbers of spectators to the town in all sorts of 
conveyances. Bunting was strung up in the High 
Street adding to the carnival atmosphere and the 
Great Western and Taff Railway laid on special 
trains of 18 carriages. 

It was at Cowbridge that Sir Harry Llewellyn, of 
Foxhunter fame, rode his first winner in 1930 while 
the First Viscount Lord Tredegar, whose equestrian 
statue stands in front of Cardiffs City Hall, won the 
principal race there on Sir Briggs, his celebrated 
charger at the Battle of Balaclava in the Crimean 
War. 

An even odder winner there was a mare called 
Maid of Killarney, belonging to an Irishman, Tim 
Donovan, a Cardiff rag and bone man. She raced 
everything on the road to Cowbridge and won the 
principal steeplechase after all the other runners had 
refused at the open ditch! 

The Glamorgan, Llangeinor and Pentyrch Hunts 
all held their annual point-to-point races at Penllyn 
in the 1950s and 60s and it was there that I began my 
career as a race reporter for The Sporting Life and 
Horse & Hound. 

HOOF NOTE 

A correspondent writing to the Western Mail on 
April 20,1922 had this to say: “It is common 
knowledge among racegoers that a great deal of 
‘pulling’ is going on at nearly all the meetings, 


and it is with great difficulty that horses are held 
back.” In fact, it was so bad that even the 
bookmakers threatened to go on strike! 

But sharp practices on the turf were not the 
reasons for the demise of so many small country 
meetings. This came about in 1899 when the Jockey 
Club introduced new and enlarged rules which put 
the sport under their complete control. 

They imposed minimum prize money rules which 
some meetings could not afford because they were 
held on common land and could not charge entry

Sad news is that One In A Milan trained by Evan 
Williams at Llancarfan is fighting for his life 
after suffering a crashing fall in the recent Coral 
Welsh Grand National at Chepstow. 

Evan said: “He had a career-ending injury at 
Chepstow and we are fighting to keep him alive.” He 
added: “He’s fractured a bone at the back of the knee 
and he’s in a bad state of affairs. He won’t run again 
and we'll know in the coming weeks whether we've 
managed to keep him alive.” 

The 10-year-old One In A Milan, which had 
finished fourth in the 2013 renewal, came to grief at 
the eighth fence and Evan said: “It would be great if 
we could save him because he’s a lovely horse.” 

In one of the closest finishes to the Coral Welsh 
Grand National, Venetia Williams's Emperor's 
Choice beat Paul Nicholls's Benvolio by a short head 
in a photo-finish.
